7  Nothing  in  paragi*aph  (3)  of  section  1856(b)  of  the 

8  Social  Security  Act  (42  U.S.C.  1395w-26(b))  shaU  be  con- 
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1  strued  to  supersede  any  State  law  that  requii-es  the  cov- 

2  erage  of  prescription  drags  or  any  regulation  that  carries 

3  out  such  a  law. 
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
